Lad of Seven" Years Steps From Be- 


liind Wagon 
With 
Hay lugging 


Tbereon in Front of Taxi Driven by 
Millard Cooley — Painfully Though 
Not Seriously Injnrcil. 
Donald, seven-year-old son of Mr. 


and Mrs. "W. J. Maclntyre of 4S4 Main 
street, wa^ painfully though it is hop- 
ed not seriously injured shortly before 
6 o'clock last evening when he was 
hit by the Fora taxi driven by Millard 
Cooley, who was on his way to his 
home on Eighth street for 
dinner. 


The accident occurred nearly oppo^te 
the Maclntyre home. 
The lad was 


hurried to the Fox hospital in the 
motor car of Isaac I. Rife, who hap- 
pened to be directly behind the Cooley 
car. Dr. Cutler dressed the injuries 
which consisted 
of a badly bruised 


leg, which some spectators first re- 
ported was broken, and a severe gash 
over the right eye, which was eiuickly 
swollen, completely closing the eye. 


After the lad had been cared for 


at the hospital he was taken to the 
family home. He suffered from shock 
to such an extent 
that 
he was de- 


lirious for a time but at 11 o'clock 
last night the father reported that he 
had fallen asleep and apparently was 
more comfortable and that no more 
serious symptoms than the delirium 
had developed. Dr. Cutler was of the 
opinion that the boy would be about 
again in a few days. 


According to the statements of the 


accident made by Cooley, the driver 
of the car, he had observed two girls 
crossing the street and had slackened 
his speed to 12 or IS miles an hour 
and continued at reduced speed be- 
cause he was approaching the cornel 
of Eighth street, which he was to en- 
ter. Suddenly from behind a lumber 
wagon upon which was a hay rigging 
with a motor car alongside}, both go- 
ing toward the business section, he 
saw a lad dart out in front of his car 
He insists that he applied both fool 
and emergency brakes after throwing 
the engine out of gear and swervee: 
the ear so that it did not pass ovei 
the bo;

GERMANY LOST 199 U-BOATS 


Paid Dearly for Submarine Activltie* 


Against Allies. 


Germany paid an enormous price 


for the submarine warfare, she wa^ed 
during the World war, according to 
figures from the wnr archives of the 
German 
admiralty, 
recently 
made 


public. Out of a total of 1.014 cas- 
unltles among nnvnl officers, excluding 
marines-and const artillery, 518 per- 
ished in submarines; SG more were 
shiin in ntrcraft battles and only four 
out of every ten naval officer casu- 
alties met death in their element for 
which they were originally trained. 


The exact number of submarines 


lost during the war, before the fleet 
surrendered to the allies, was, accord- 
ing to official figures, exactly 19!). The 
commanders of 140 of these vessels 
perished with their ships, as indicated 
by the ominous dagger sign before 
their names in the official lists. 


The virtual certainty of death lor 


all engaging in submarine warfare 
hindered townrd the end the activities 
and enterprise of Geqman submarines 
and made it increasingly difficult to 
get crews to man those floating; coffins. 
The Zeppelins made but n little better 
rot-owl, as 23 out of 20 rigid dirigibles 
were lost during thciwar, proving ver- 
itable death traps fot their comman- 
ders and the entire crews.

SPRING TREE PLANTING 


Explicit Directions os Given Out by 


State College of Forestry. 


Spring is the best time to plant 


forest trees as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground. 
Trees from two 


to four years old should be unpacked, 
the roots dipped in muddy water the 
consistency of soup, and heeled in 
near the place to be planted as soon 
as received from the nurseries. 


"Heeling in" consists of digging a 


trench 10 inches deep and placing the 
roots therein, covering them with fresh 
earth which is packed firmly and kept 
moist by watering daily. 
Trees may 


be left in the trench for a week, or 
during the period of planting, but 
should be set in their permanent pla- 
ces as soon as possible. 


Two persons constitute a planting 


crew, one to make the holes with a 
mattock and the other to follow close- 
ly with the trees, which are carried in 


"West Exeter, T>. W. I a pail. It is advisable to have three or 


[four inches of soil and water in the 
bottom cf the pail to keep the roots 
moist. A few minutes exposure of the 
roots to the sun or 
wind 'may kill 


he tree. 


The usual spacing is six feet apart 


each way.

July and the home convenience truck 
Is pl.inned fur August or September. 
The latter will be conducted in co- 
operation with the Home Bpreau.

The planter places the tree in the 


hole, packs the loose soil about the 
*oots, and when all except the sod is 
eplaced, he firms it with the foot, 
taking care not to injure the outside 
Jssue. 
The roots should be placed 


slightly deeper than they were in the 
nursery to allow for the loose ground 
to settle, but the final position should 
be as In the nursery. This Is especlal- 
y important wffen planting spruce. 
The entire tree should be made firm 
enough to resist loosening action of 
the wind, ana should stand erect. 


Three or four years transplants are 


recommended for evergreens; 
one 


year old seedlings for locusts and ash; 
two year old seedlings for oak and 
larch. 
Poplar is easily grown from 


cuttings, which should be rooted for 
one yea;- before being planted on their 
permanent site.

It has been customary In mak- 


ing cabinet radio equipment re- 


quiring the use of filament rheo- 
•tats to mount the'rheostat on th«

back of the panel and the dial and 
knob on the front. The construc- 
tion may be somewhat simplified, 
however, by the use of a new dial 
rheostat. 


In this rheostat the resistance 
element Is mounted in a circular 
groove. This groove is in the back 
of a three inch molded bakelits 
dial. The groove is recessed to al- 
low the dial to clear the panel by 
one-sixteenth of an Inch. It can- 
not, therefore, scrape against the 
panel and scratch It. 


An "off" position Is provided, 
and a stop on the dial engages 
the stationary contact at the ex- 
treme positions. The dial is nice- 
ly engraved with markings from 
zero degrees to 360 degrees. Rota- 
tion over such a range Insures 
fine adjustment. All the figures 
and graduations are filled with 
brilliant white enamel. 


A bakellte knob is an integral 
part of the dial. 


All the brass parts are heavily 


nickel plated, and the rheostat 
looks very nice when mounted on 
a panel. 


The resistance is variable up 


to a maximum value of five ohms, 
"and the current carrying capacity 
is two amperes.
